Think of it: If a group of shepherds, fishermen, priests, theologians, kings, an army general, 
and a doctor wrote books — do you think they would agree or fit together in any way? Many 
of the Bible writers never met each other because they lived on three different continents. 
They also lived at different time periods — remember, it was written over a time span of 
1,500 years! Yet the Bible fits together perfectly, and one part explains another part. 


For a clue, let's look at a Scripture verse that we read at the 
beginning of our study: "Holy men of God spoke as they were moved by the Holy Spirit" 
(2 Peter 1:21).
